The combination of lightning, ' wind, 
and a terrific downpour of rain, which 
swept..over East Point and West 
End at 7:30 o’clock last night for 
three hours, kept firemen, traffic of- 
ficers and ajproximately fifty “frou- 
ble men” of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company on the jump -to 
straighten out a tangle that. threat- 
ened to affect the entire city. 

The entire storm was a man-size 
affair, and the lightning end was the 
most serious that Atlanta has expe- 
rienced in many months. ‘Traveling 
more than ordinarily close to the earth 
the lightening struck right and left. 
in a fashion that almost convinced 
the superstitious that after all there's 
something in the old saying about the 
thirteenth being unlucky. 

Fortunately, most of the damage 
was of the type that can be soon re- 
paired. The chief sufferer was the 
East Point’ substation of the Geor- 
gia Railway. and Power company. 
Here a rotary and transformer were 
burned out and for several days it 
will be necessary to curtail street car 
service slightly in. lines beyond East 
Point. 

Three Buildings Damaged. 

Two residences and one store in At- 
lanta were damaged slightly. The 
street cars were out “off and on” fro 
something like two. hours. Arclights 
in the residence districts were out for 
about twenty minutes and a few res-’ 
idence lights in West End were off 
‘for a short time. 

Half a hundred “trouble men” of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany fought half the night to make 
| tepairs on everything from the 110,- 

t. high tension lines to small 
‘residence lights. At 2 o'clock Tues- 
day morning practically all the trou- 
ble had been cleared. 

The load dispatcher of the power 
comnpany reminded one of a telephone 
oferator in wartime directing a di- 
vision of soldiers in how to move 
through a storm. 

The first trouble developed at 7:32 
o'clock when lightning knocked out 
the entire street car system. In ten 
minutes the trouble had been repair- 
ed. Exactly one minute later, at 
7:43 o’clock, just after the cars had 
begun to move again, another flash of 
lightning again put the street cars 
out. ‘Three minutes later the trou- 
ble men, battling in blinding rain, 
had the cars going again. 

Merrily the motormen rang their 
gongs, passengers heaved sighs of re- 
lief and stopped “cussing” the power 
company for failing to harness the 
lightning and make it behave. The 
cars began to move again.

Relatives Monday evening were pre- 
paring to take the body to Meridian, 
Miss., Mrs. Cater’s old home town, 
for funeral services and interment, 

Body is Discovered. 

The body was discovered by a 
negro, Lester Gates, who lives near 
the creek. He is said to have noticed 
am arm protruding from the stream, 
and immediately notified the county 
police, who, with Special Investigator 
Plenie Minor, of Solicitor-General 
Johu A. Boykin’s office, made a quick 
investigation.

Another Electric Jolt. 


Then the Lee street substation got 
a jolt as the result of lightning play- 
ing on the high-tension lines, and for 
three hours part of the West End res- 
idents had to rely on candles and gas 
for illumination, - 

Things began to settle down: then 
and all was quiet until 10 o'clock, 
when the lightning suddenly shifted 
to the north long enough to drop onto 
a high-tension line between the Boule- 
vard substation and Norcross. This 
affected only Oglethorpe university 
and Camp Gordon. At that time of 
the night there were not many people 
at either place, so few knew of this 
particular interruption. 

Trouble crews promptly embarked

10,000 
in-enlisted- personnel, which was made 
possible only by putting about 100 
destroyers out of commission and by 
sharp: cuts in shore station forces. 
Chairman. Butler indicated that the 
figure named by the secretary, com- 
pared with an appropriation of $412.- 
000,000 for the present fiscal year, was 
high, in view of reductions author- 
i by the conference. | 
It was brought out in the discussion 
that-some members of congress have 
been urging a naval appropriation bill 
carrying no more than $175,000,000 or 
$200,000,000, but. Mr. Denby agreed 
with the view expressed by members 
of the committee that such a reduc- 


tually below Great Britain and Japan, 

while leaving the tonnage ratio at 

5-5-3, as agreed to by the conference. 
Navy Undermanned. 

Believing that as a smaller fighting 
force the navy should be kept ‘on its 
toes,’ leaders standing behind Secre- 
tary Denby’s estimate declared to lim- 
it the appropriation under $200,000,- 
000 would mean for the United States 
a navy really smaller than that of 
Japan. They insisted that instead of 
5-5 each for the United States and 
Great Britain, and 3 for Japan, the 
standing would be, with the estimate so 
widely slashed, a ratio of Great Britain 
5, United States 2, Japan 3, 

Mr. Denby told the committee the 
navy was undermanned, and that while 
he had been giving the question the 
closest study, it was only yesterday 
the idea occurred to him that he could 
recommend an enlisted strength of 
90,000, or 10,000 below the authorized 
mark, by putting 100 destroyers out of 
commission. He stood firm on his es- 
timate, members of the committee de- 
claring afterward that they were in- 
clined to accept it. 

A leading republican, however, 
pointed out that consideration of the 
personnel question by the naval com- 
mittee “‘is more or less academic,” for 
the reason that the appropriations 
committee actually will frame the bill 
and fix the ton figure for the navy. 
Chairman Kelley, of the subcommittee 
on naval appropriations, whois out 
9 the city. is known to believe. in 

e most drastic cut possible, and 
none of his committee colleagues was 
prepared to say how far the ¢hairman 
would be willing to go toward meet- 
ing Mr. Denby. Members generally 
appeared to’ be divided, however, into 
two camps, one standing for “slashing 
the Denby estimate.in half’ and the 
other insisting there should be no ex- 
tensive drop below the naval treaty 
status. 

Naval Academy Class.

_ In charging the jury, Jifdge Shepard 
called attention to the fact that no 
evidence proving the bottles contained 
whisky .had been. offered, and also 
commented on the entrapment method 
employed. He said that the sugges- 
tion of a violation must come from 
the accused and not from an officer. 
The jury remained out ‘or only five 
minutes. : 

At the first trial, before Judge W. 
I. Grubb in January, Cefalu offered 
testimony to show that the bottles 
contained vinegar instead of whisky, 
but the jury disregarded that claim | 
and found him guilty. He was fined 
$500 and sentenced to imprisonment 
for four months in the Fulton tower. 
At the second trial nd evidence what- 
ever was offered by the defense.

Service Measure 


Members of the board of directors 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
will consider and take action on the 
contract air mail service bill, which 


+ was introduced in congress on Decem- 


ber 10, 1921, by Representative Hal- 
vor Steenerson, of Minnesota, chair- 
man of the committe on the postoffice 
and post roads, according to announce- 
ment Monday by Secretary B. 8S. 
Baker, who has received a jetter from 
Charles I. Stanton, acting general su- 
perintendent of the United States 
postoffice dejartment, telling of the 
importance of the bill and asking that 
the local chamber inform tke con- 
gressional committee of its views on 
the question. 

The bill has been referred to the 
committee on the postoffice and post 
roads and a hearing was held recently 
by the committee. The hearing was 
continued to February 21, when rep- 
resentative organizations interested in 
establishing an extensive and adequate 
mail service to handle exigent mail 
will be heard. Secretury Barker 
stated Monday that the board of di- 
rectors expected to act on the matter 
by Tuesday week. 


Important to Atlanta. 


If the bill is passed, the postmaster 
general will be authorized to contract 
with any individual, firm, or corpora- 
tion for the transportation of mail 
by aircraft between such points as 
he may deem advisable and it is un- 
derstood that, Atlanta, being the mail 
distributing center of the southeast, 
will be chosen as one of the centers 
for aerial mail distribution. 

Relative to postage for mail carried 
by aircraft, the bill states that “the 
postage on matter to be carried, by 
aircraft shall be three times the usual 
rate of postage, to be prepaid’ by dis- 
tinctive postage stamys affixed, to 
be issued in such denominations as the 
postmaster general may prescribe, and 
the compenation of the contractor 
shall not exceed two-thirds of the post 
age on the mail matter so carried.” 


Letter to Chamber. 


In the letter to the local chamber 
of commerce, Mr. Stanton, acting 
general superintendent of the postof- 
fice department, suid: “At the pre- 
liminary hearing the sponsor of the 
bill asked who, in our opinion, would 
be most likely to take advantage of 
this sort of service, and expressed a 
desire to hear from all the interested 
parties possible at the coming hear- 
ings speciically requesting that the 
air mail service communicate with 
those whom they thought would be in- 
terested in the establishment of such 
u service, and request the attendance 
of suitable representative at this har- 
ing. 

“Inasmuch as most of the inquiries 
regarding the establishment of air 
mail service have come from the 
bankers’ associations and chambers of 
commerce, it is suggested that you 
undertake to acquaint the postoffice 
and post roads committee with your 
views on the subject, preferably by 
representation at the hearing Febru- 
ary 21, 1922, otherwise by letter.”

If they 
would come around and talk to the proprie- 
tors and get acquainted with the \players 
and urge them to keep the place and the 
game ciean and above reproach—they would 
be welcomed on every hand and would suc- 
ceed in doing a world of good. If Christ 
were here in Atlanta today he would not 
be above doing this and he would win men 
instead of driving them away.

Influence Wanes. 


Since 1912, Cannon’s influence in 
congress has waned with his increas- 
ing years. In the last two years he 
has become a “leading point of in- 
terest’ —Like Washington’s monument 
and other of the capital’s famous ob- 
jects of pride—rather than a congres- 
sional power. He jokingly referred 
to this fact recently when, in avoiding 
a group of sightseers with kodaks 
trained upon him, he said to a friend 
with him: 

“Let’s get inside somewhere. I'm 
tired of being a damned sideshow 
around here.” 

So Cannon is tired and ready to 
turn over his duties to a younger 
man. And after his many Years ‘of 
ups and downs in the great American 
sport, he’s still for it. 

“Politics is all right,” he said in 
the brief and brusk way that has 
come to be his. “It’s all right for 
a young man. A young man has every 
opportunity for worthwhile greatnass 
in entering politics today. He has j 
just as much opportunity as when I 
entered polities.” 


Friend of Lincoln’s. 


And then, thoughtfully, “sometimes 
they’re not successful nor appreciated 
until they’ve gone across—quit.” 

“Uncle Joe” was elected _ state’s 
attorney in Illinois in 1861 on the 
ticket that carried Lincoln to the 
white house. He and Lincoln always 
were warm friends. 

_ “I will not be a candidate for elec- 
tion to the 68th congress,’ was the 
sum of Cannon’s brief statement of 
his intended retirement.

«“Evidence that crrme-is increas- 
ing in the United States in a most 
alarming way,” says Charles Fred- 
erick Carter, in an article on “The 
Carniva] of Crime in the United 
States,” which appears .in the Feb- 
ruary number of The New York 
Times Current History, magazine, | 
is so abundant and conclusive that 

it cannot be controverted;” and 
to sustain his position he cites an 
array of crime statistics that is 
truly astounding. | 

These year-by-year records show 
that crime of almost every descrip- 
tion, from murder down to petty 
thievery, is steadily increasing and 
that the wave of crime is gaining 
in momentum each year as it in- 
creases in volume. 

And while, from available sta- 
_ tistics, says Mr. Carter: 


“the whole etory of the increase of 
crime has not been told, and from 
the nature of the circumstances

“The routine seems to be: cém- 
mit your crime, wait at the police 
station until] a bail bond can’ be 
made out, which frees you to con- 
tinue operations until your dase Is 
reached (and the courts are one to 
two years behind on their. work), 
then plead guilty, accept a suspend- 
ed sentence, and repeat. 

“Sometimes the trial judge -for- 
gets to suspend the sentence. In 
that case the parole board comes 
to the rescue of the culprit.”  _ 


While this is true, to a greater 
or less extent, of the whole coun- 
try, there is, perhaps, no state 
whose laws are more favorable to 
the criminal as against the inter- 
ests of society than are those of 
Georgia. 

' In no state, perhaps, is it easier 
for a guilty criminal to escape jus- 
tice than it is in Georgia, simply 
because our laws seem to be pe- 
culiarly susceptible to maneuvering 
and manipulation in favor of the 
defendant, none of such possibili- 
ties being open to the prosecution. 
For three years the Chicago 
crime commission, operating under 
the auspices of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, has been 
making a study of criminal condi- 
tions in that city; and it recently 
recommended, among other reme- 
dial suggestions— 

“A large police force, free from 
political taint. 

“Better judges and restrictions on 
granting new trials. 

“Repeal of the law permitting 
change of sentence after it is im- 
posed. 

“Take the selection of judges out 
of the sinkhole of politics. 
“Dispense with juries in certain 
criminal cases where it would be 
to the advantage of the community 
and not unjust to the defendant. 
“Begin .criminal prosecution, ex- 
cept capital offenses and conspiracy 
charges, by filing information, 
thus eliminating the grand jury. 
“Maintain efficient bureaus of 
records of criminals.

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Washington, February 13.—In RS 
the discussion which is now going on 
about the Genoa conference, both in 
America and in Europe, it is essen- 


ference now can only be a preliminary. 
The Washington conference which 
has just adjourned, was divided into 
two cane was os and armament. 
Until there was made a political set- 
tlement in the Pacific, a naval agree- 
ment: was impossible. Because no po- 
litical settlement could be made in Eu- 
rope, no submarine agreement here 
was possible. 

Now Genoa has been called as an 
economic conference, but before the 
economic conditions can be disposed 
of, there must be a solutiun of the 
political difficulties. We shall not 
have any clear and final step toward 
readjustment until France and Great 
Britain -settle their differences, and 
if these differences are not accommo- 
dated before the Genoa conference, 
then they may easily prevent results 
there, as they interfered with achicve- 
ments here. 

There are two questions in the world 
which are economic, but are politi- 
cal, before they are economic. namely, 
reparations and allied debt. You can- 
not begin a real economic readjust- 
ment until you have met both of these 
questions, and met them on the polit- 
ieal side. Moreover, they are inextri- 
cably entangled. 

Congress and the Allied Debt. 


We have, in terms, served notice 
upon France, Italy, Belgium and 
Britain that they must pay us what 
they owe, and begin paying at once. 
But only Britain can and will begin; 
the others will politely remind us 
that their ability to pay depends 
upon the promptitude of Germany in 
paying them. 

When England begins to pay. then 
the immediate effect will be the fall in 
exchange, the further reduction in our 
foreign trade and in addition a rapid 
increase in our gold imports, which 
have already produced alarm in all 
financial quarters. The net effect of 
British payment will be that Britain 
will buy less here, sell more and cover 
the difference by gold exports. Thus, 
while we shall get interest payment 
on the debt, we shall lose in volume of 
exports to the British empire. This 
losing means an extension, not a limi- 
tation, in unemployment here. 

As to the eontinental countries, the 
situation\will be this: France cannot 
pay because Germany will not and. 
perhaps, cannot pay. But the French 
are maintaining a large army to force 
German payment. In insisting now 
upon French payment, we are supply- 
ing the French not alone-with strong 
reason for maintaining their army at 
present. but additional reason for 
using it against Germany, if Ger- 
many continues to default. 

Effect on Trade Balance. 


But if the French use their army 
against Germany, the immediate re- 


tial to perceive that, at best, ack 2 con: |

a to "he ew ep aention in 
Germany and in central Europe gen- 
erally, with fresh disturbance of trade 
conditions, rates of exchange and 
business generally. And this, in turn, 
means that central Europe can buy 
less of us. Again, the net result of 
the congressional excursion into inter- 
national affairs will be a decrease in 
American exports, with a correspond- 
ing reaction upon American condi- 
tions. 

Europe owes us, rough! yr 
principal and interest, $11, 800,000 
which will amount to $15,006-006 006 
before payments begin. France and 
Great Britain athe owe us, rough- 
ly speaking, $8,000 of this 
huge sum, but the bares old re- 
serves of both countries fall short of 
$2,000,000,000 while the $3,000,000,000 
we already have constitutes a bandi- 
cap, not an advantage. 


To discharge this debt or the in- 
terest thereon, Europe must decrease 
its imports and. increase its exports 
to the United States. ‘There is no 
otherway. That means that the goods 
it sent us to yay for our exports of 
goods and produce to Europe must 
now be sent to pay interest and prin- 
cipal of debt, and unless we take more 
goods at the expense of our own pro- 
duction, Europe cannot continue to 
take our produce and goods. 


What the American congress is now 
attempting to do is to collec: a debt and 
at the same time maintain our foreign 
trade, where there is an opportunity 
to do one of these things. The coun- 
try can have its foreign remittances for 
debt or for its current production, but 
if it takes it for debt, its current 
production will, in increasing measure, 
remain in the United States. 

At the moment, however, the Amer- 
ican political situation prevents any 
real solution of the allied debt prob- 
lem. And the debt problem prevents 
solution of the reparation problem. 
Thus, the congressional action has post- 
poned any amelioration of the general 
conditions in Europe and limited the 
possible achievement of the Genoa con- 
ference. Europe cannot get beyond 
a certain point in settlement until 
the United States is ready to play a 
hand_in the game. 

‘Genoa will be inter esting, important, 
it will doubtless see the first real steps 
taken toward beginning intelligent re- 
construction, it will, also, in all prob- 
ability, be preceded by some Anglo- 
French understanding. But there re- 
mains the necessity of waiting for the 
larger achievement until a continua- 
tion of the shrinkage of the foreign 


trade of the United States with all | 


its attendant hardships here, serves 
te educate the American peope to the 
facts as contrasted with the fictions 
of allied indebtedness. 

All of which the Harding adminis- 
tration sees, but seeing iis without 
avail for congress has effectually tied 
the presidentSs hands'and just now 
take the consequences.

Well, this ought to end the well- 
known and justly famous “pattering 
snow” contest. Once more and for all ; 
time the assertion is made boldly that 
snow does’patter when it falls and 
here’s the evidence of old Colonel 
Weather himself on the subject. _ 

The “pattering snow’ contest 
sprung into life when the recent snow 
fell in Atlanta. City Editor Loyd A. 
Wilhoit, of The Constitution, wrote 
a story about it. In this story he 
poetically spoke of the snow “pat- 
tering on the dry leaves like the 
feet of tiny winter elves.” That was 
a pretty strong statement to make and 
it immediately aroused the aesthetic 
anger of “Fuzzy” Woodruff and Cliff 
Wheatley, two weather experts of no 
small fame, who derided, in the public 
prints, all statements that snow “pat- 
tered.”

Still another example 
is the ease with which men in the 
past have been able to embezzle state 
funds. A system should be establish- 
ei that would render this impossible. 
The governor closed his address with 
an appeal to the newspaper men ask- 
ing their aid in suggesting how funds 
should be raised and if possible by 
any other sourcgsthan the income tax.

The senate judiciary committee 


port this week on the- bill provid- 
ing for the appointment by the pres- 
ident of an additional federal judge 
for the aorthern district of Georgia, 
according to a message reccived Mon- 
day from United States Senator Wil- 
liam J. Harris. The origmal house 
bill was passed recently. by the’ lower 
branch of congress and was sent to 
the senate judiciary committee for 
consideration. ‘The original bill pro- 
vided for the appointment of 21 ad- 
ditional judges but m4 — amend- 
ments this number will be increased. 

The appointment of the additional 
federal judges is to be authorized so 
that congestion in many district 
courts can be relieved. One of the 
features of the bill now before con- 
gress is the provision for a confer- 
ence at Washington of judges to dis- 
cuss the condition of their dockets 
and to outline plans for relieving 
congestion. 

Under the authority of the act the 
chief justice of the United States 
supreme court is given the power to 
call to Washington the senior circuit 
judges of federal judicial circuits and 
whatever district judges he designates 
to discuss the disposal of business for 
the ensuing year. Each year after 
the passage of this bill the confer- 
ence will be held during the first week 
in September. Each district judge 
will be required to prepare a state- 
ment of the condition of the busi- 
ness of his court which he will sub- 
mit to his senior circuit judge not 
later than April 1 each year. 

Senator Harris expressed approval 
of the appointment of the additional 
judges. 

“The plan for an additional judge | 
in Georgia, which I am informed is 
badly needed, seems to be better than 
the original senate committee propo- 
sition whereby extra judges would be 
appointed in each of the nine circuits 
in the country and then detailed for 
} special work in the district,” Senator 
Harris sai‘. 

It is provided in the bill that the 
new judges shall be residents of the 
districts which they are to serve.

He declared .that 
the civil. war. president “never varied 
his policy, never changed « principle, 
never misjudged the needs of the hour 
and never so much as thought of shap- 
ing his course for his own politi 
interests. : 

Despite bitter and unfair criticism, 
the people, Mr. Green asserted, had 
unlimited confidence in Lincoln's rug- 


| ged honesty, and his wonderful pow- 


er of clear expression. 

Mr. Green declared that while Lin- 
coln was president there were those 
who “like curs snapped at his heels” 
and that no president ever had been 
so reviled. ’ 

“He was denounced as a tyrant and 
even ridiculed as an imbecile,” said 
the speaker, adding that in spite of 
such attacks his memory today gives 
“the worker hope, the statesman cour- 
age and the patriot fortitude.” 


Harding Approves 
Bill.to Provide 
Hospital Funds 


Washington, February 13.—Approv- 
al hus been given by President Har- 
ding to the bill authorizing an ap- 
propriation of $16,000,000 for the 
construction of additional hospitals 
for war veterans, Chairman Langley, 
o. the hpuse public buildings and 
grounds committee, author of the 
meusure, announced todav. 

l’ussage of the bill also is advocated 
by the federal board of hospitalization 
witL the recommendation that a clause 
providing that $500,000 be expended 
in enlarging Mount Alto hospital, 
Washington, D. C., be eliminated. 

A copy of a resolution, unanimous- 
ly adopted by the board which has 
been studying the government hospit- 
alization program, and approved by 
the president, was transmitted today 
to Mr. Langley. The committee chair- 
man announced that he would seek to 
have the committee report the bill tm- 
mediately, sv it can be taken up by 
the house at an early date. 

In addition to authorizing an ex- 
penditure of $16,000,000 for hospital 
facilities, the bill provides that all 
construction work shall be under tue 
supervision of the director of the vet- 
erans’ bureau instead of under the di- 
rection of the supervising architect of 
th. treasury department, who, in the 
past, has had charge of all hospital 
uctivities. 

Advocating “immediate legislation 
authorizing appropriation of $16,000,- 
000 to be immediately available, and 
to remain available until expended,” 
the hospitalization board declared in 
its resolution “that it is ‘.e sense of 
this board and it so recommends that 
all hospitals hereafter erected shall be 
constructed of fire-proof type, and that 
the location and nature thereof, wheth- 
er for the treatment of tuberculosis; 
neuro-psychiatric or general medical 
and surgical eases, shall be determined 
by the director of the United States 
veterans’ bureau, subject to the ap- 
proval of the president,” 

Another section of ‘he resvlution 

adopted by the board reads: 
_ “It is the sense of this board, and 
it Is so recommended, that in the con- 
struction of new hospitals or dispen- 
saries, or in the alteration remodeling 
or r.pair of all hospitals or dispensa- 
ries heretofore or hereafter construct- 
ed, the president may determine the 
manner in which such construction, 
alteration, remodeling or repairing may 
be done, and he is authorized to re- 
quire the architectural, engineering, 
constructing or other forces of any of 
the departments of the government to 
do or assist in any such work.” 


SAYS HE SHOT WIFE 
_-ON BURGLAR SCARE 


Pittsburg, Pa., February 13.—Mrs. 
Catherine Flannery, aged 25 years, 
member of a prominent family, was 
shot and almost instantly killed late 
last night in the apartment in which 
she lived with her husband and two 
children. Her husband, J. J. Flan- 
nery, was taken to the police station 
for questioning. The authorities later 
gave out a statement in which théy 
quoted Flannery as saying that he 
heard a noise in the room occupied by 
his wife. Believing a burglar had 
broken into the partment, he procured 
a pistol and investigated. Bumping 
into his wife in the darkness, he dis- 
charged his weapon and fatally wound- 
ed her. No formal charge has been 
placed against him.
